Sir Wilfrid referred to the d-ocumcntii 
ouJy so far as to show the dillereuce be- 
tween the British and United^Ste^tea:pro- 
IwBuls. These difEerencM a« t^'oT""' Ai 
to tribunal of arbitration, the British 
cuuimissioucrs proposed arbitration by 
three meu — one cho«cn by each party and 
the third by the other t^ve. The United . 
States proposed a commlssUxn 'ot -'Bix 
men aptwiitted by each side;' '.Objeetion • 
js imwle to this tribunal thfcBt'as-tliiEEre' 
would be no refereei it would afford'.' no • 
g uorauitee of finality. The other ^ diff^ 
ence relate» to the matter to be aibitri^t- 
ed. Tbe Britlsli side was willing t'to 
accept 50 years' aiidisputed possession 
as a good titlei. and the United States 
proposed that aU'tecritoo^ now occupied; 
by that country should be 'assigned to - 
the States, whether conveyed by treati^ 
or not. The British cummlBBi.oaen'cbnld 
not aceeiJt tliis prelimihary, 'and so the 
whole negotiutious were arrested, and 
this subject removed from disoussLoii by 
the commissiouers. 

Sir Chitrles Tupper asked whether a 
modus viveudi luid Ixien reached as to 
IMisseHsiou of the disputed territory in 
the laeautime. Sir Wilfrid Laurier said 
provisional boundaries had beeu cstab- •' 
lished at the aununits of Ihe White Pasa- 
and Chiikoot Pass, and preparations to 
establLsli one on the Dal ton trail are . 
under consideration. 

Sir Charles pointed out that the auth- 
orized Btatomout at the time the negotiji- 
tions ceased wag that the proceedings 
had heen adjourned. More recently it 
had bei.'u discoverod that negotiations 
had been entirtdy arrouteil, witli the in- 
tention of; not resuming unless the Alas- 
kan boundary question was removed. 
This fact now disclosed places the Cana- 
dian commissioners in a better light thaa- 
their previous statement. Sir Cluirlos 
could not povs.iibly imagine why the 
United States should have declined to 
accejit as a biusis of negotiations , the 
principles accepted in the Venezuela ar- 
bitration. His own tear was tliat Cana- 
liinii interests would snfl'er by the adojv- 
tion of the \M years rule.

Y'our Excellency, — By a despatch 
from tlie honorable the secretary of state, 
dated the l.'ltli ultimo, 1 was informed 
that a memorial from Mr. J. H. Turner, 
of this city, and his colleagues iu the 
late governmeut of this province had 
been adiiiessed to Your E.vcelleucy, ask- 
ing that a royal commission be appointed 
to inquire intp certain charges, which it 
is alleged that I hade iu my ollicial 
capacity, relUM;ting upon thom. The sec- 
retary of state says: "Before consider- 
ing whiiit action. If any,, 'it might be 
deemed ' proper to' . ' adopt, I have been 
rcuuestcd to forward a copy of the mem- 
orial from Mr. Turner and his former 
colleagues to you for observations or 
comments you might think proper to 
make on the statements contained in the 
uK'morial referred to," 

I luive the honor, therefore, in compli- 
ance with the above despatcb, to submit 
to Your Excellency the following obser- 
vations and comments in respect to the 
said nieinorial: 

1. The petitioners do not Invoke Y'our 
Excellency's supervision in regard to the 
enlist iliitionality of my action in dismiss- 
ing tlieru. 

U. T'hey express themselves as: 

" \\'ell salisfii'd to abide by the wishes 
of the people of the province of Britislj^ 
Columbia, constitutionally expressed ifi 
the usual manner." (Memorial, p. 2.) 

Y'onr petitioner, Mr. Turner, has al- 
ready ludieattHl what he means by the 
phra.se, " (xmstitutionally expressed iu 
tiie usu;d manner," as in his letter to mo 
of the Otii August la.st, appended to the 
memorial. h<' quotes with approval the 
language of Lord John RubboII, saying 
the assembly " is the legitimate organ 
of the people, whose opinions cannot he 
coiistilutionally expressed except through 
their represent.-Ltives in parliament." He 
also riiuites from 'J'iKld's Parliamentary 
I'racliee in the British Colonies lo the 
effect that " p.'irliamcnt is the voiee of 
the people." 

Since my present niiiiistry assumed 
ollice, on the l.'ith August last, six bye- 
eleelioiis have taken plaee for the le,r;is- 
Intive assembly of this province, with tlie 
result that live out of the six were favor- 
able io t\\(- iireseat administratioii, and 
of these live, four went by acelauiat ion. 
And tni the .M.h day of .laniiary, instant, 
the legislative asaemhiy of this province 
mot for the lirst time since the diaudssal 
of your petitioners. A sp(\'iker was 
electcsi witliout a division. On the fol- 
lowing day the lirst division occurred, 
the occasion being the second rending of 
a hill introduced by the Attorney-CJciieral 
dealing with certain oleelion petitions. 
Tlie result of this division was that the 
govenunont were sustained hy a vote of 
K» to 'nie said hill aubsequcntly 

went fliroiigh committee and passed it.s 
third reading. fXlier bills, introduco<l 
by llie government, have since passed the 
assembly, iiiid yesterday, the 17th Inst-, 
the addn^s in reply to the speech from 
the throne was adopted without any 
aiiiendment having been ofreri'<l, and 
without any division Inking place. Your 
Excelleiii'y will therefore oliserve (hat 
my ministry, who iissiimed reRponsihility 
for my action in dLsiiiissing Mr. Turner 
and his rolleagues, have the eonfideiu'o 
of (he legislative asseiuhly of this prov- 
ince. 

In view of the above facts, I subinil, 
those passages of the nietnorial wherein 
controversial points are raised as to the 
cnnstitntlonalily of my action are, for 
thi> purposoa of the memorial, clearly re- 
moved from discnssioii D.v the petitioners' 
statcinent, and are there/ore irrelevant 
and call for no reply. ■

It Is not true, for I did unreserv- 
edly inform the gentlemen invited to 
form a new administration of the cir- 
cumstances which led to the dismissal of 
their predecessors in office" detailing 
them as they are detailed in the iett.ir 
of the 15th August last -to Mr. Turner, 
appended .to the memorial, and the gen- 
tlenii^n so invited to form a new admiu' 
istration were "willing to accept the en- 
tire responsibility to the local parlia- 
ment," for my action which was "instru- 
mental in effecting the dismissal of the 
outgoing ministrj-;" and I did observe 
that candor due iny ministry, and was 
not guilty of misrepresenting the reasons 
which induced me to "suniuiarily .inj 
sudilenly request the nesignatioti of your 
Iietitioners," and not only to my ministry, 
bii: to llie gentlemen who first undortjok 
the formation of a ministry after the dis- 
missal of your petitioners. In proof of 
Uiis I here quote from an interview with 
iMr.

lieavuu, uppeiiUea to the memorial). I at 
once made aa uiipoiutmeut to uiuL-t lli.i 

lluuor, aud did so 

It trausplrcd that the action which resulted 
In the dismissal of the Turner governinent 
v.as of a cuuiiilulivo cUarucler, aud tliat 
other circnmslaiiees thuu those relerred lo 
in IJIs Iluuor's lottcr, more Immediately 
comiected wlih luiniBtcrlal advice and con- 
duct brought about u dillcrent condition of 
ullalrs, and that tlie delay which must have 
occurred from culling n session might re- 
sult In great Injury. . This feature of the 
case is one uiioa wlilch tlic press and peu- 
erul public are eutlrely in tUe dark. I un- 
derstand that It Is' cousldereU contrary to 
otdeliil ellquettte to iiuike known llie fall 
details at tlie presient time. I can say tills 
much, that In one Uistauce alone, laid the 
laeuteu,uil-t;ovi'rnor accepted Mr. Attor- 
ney-tleiieral ISberl's advice, and his con- 
striietlon of the Iteveuue act, as explained 
to me by Ills Ilnuor, an important ciieck 
which the Constitution act places on the 
payment of money out of the treasury 
would ho a dead letter, aud the power of 
the members of the govern, aeiit of the day 
over the luoney In the treasury would be 
practically uiillinltod.

It was 
very evident that the relations between (he 
IjieiitenaiK-Govi'riior and the Turner ad- 
lalnlst ration were of a character (hat could 
not be continued. The clrcumstnneeN eon- 
nected with the mlutslcrlal action ami ad- 
\iei'. as disclosed by (he corresiuuiilcnce,, 
and as related by Ills Honor (o oie. lirniight 
me lo c. insider llial priuoiil action wiis es- 
seiillal. ami tliiil ll ijccnuic a duty lo eii- 
dciivor if iiossilile In assist In averllng a 
crisis in provini'iiii nffiilrs." 

But if by the above clin.rge your peti- 
tioners mean that 1 did not ob.serve c.'iii- 
dour due to them, and tliat 1 was guilty 
of inisrepre.soiKiiig to tlicin the -easons 
which induced me to " sumuiarily and 
suddenly " request their resiguaLimi, 
then: , 

h'irst, 1 submit that a lieiitenant-goTcr- 
uor is under no cousUtiitioual obligation 
to give all or any of liis reasons for a 
dismi.ssal to an outgoing ministry-, biit 
only to an ingoing ministry, prepared, if 
calied upon, to state and defend such 
reasons in parliamont. 

'2. The differi'iice between your peti- 
tioners and myself in regard to redistri- 
bution, parliamentary support, signing of 
Kix^'ial w:irrants, extension of electi.ni 
days in Cassia r tlistrict, and i.ssiian:e of 
warrants on the reeoiniuendation of the 
Attorney- Gcuer.iil, were all discussed 
iieverlliele.'^-.s, and discussed unreservedly 
on my part, nt interviews mentioned in 
my letter of the 15th August last to 3Ir. 
Turner, appcnilctl to the memorial. In 
the matter of the tilank "warrants only.

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THB GOVBUNMBNT DIVIDED. 

The ideu of the nature of the mcjt- 
jng between the Vancouver delegates and 
the government in regard to Deadman's 
Island, given in a Vancouver despatch 
to tlie Colonist on Sunday morning, were 
^ub»tantiully correct, us we learn from 
other sources. It is stated on the beiit 
of authority that the scene at the inter- 
view was unprecedented, the Attomey- 
Goncrsil taking a very nggrossive tone, 
nnd showing himnelf utterly beyond the 
control of the Premier. It is said tliat 
though urged to remember that certain 
matters were only fit for discussion in 
the privacy of council meetings, Mr. 
Martin declared his determination to 
"set himself right before his constitu- 
ents" then and tliero and made things 
more than unpleasant for Mr. Cotton. 
The latter gentleman did -not siiy much, 
and is represented as haviiip boon 
in a condition of Buppre»ne<l oxcitt^mout. 
Those who were present will bear the 
Colonist out in saying that the exhibi- 
tion was a moat extraordinary one. No 
wonder, as the facts are leaking out, 
people are asking themselves how long 
ii house so badly divided against itself 
can stand. 

We do not pretend to sec the issue of 
the present serious division. How Mr. 
Martin can bo permitted by his col- 
loagucH to roin.Tin at llio council board 
with thom is more tlmii any one on the 
outside can )mnj;iiio. Oiu; diOiculty in 
the way of Iiis prompt ojoctiou is Mr. 
Cotton'H mnviHin«iions to precipitate a 
coiilost in Vancouver with him over 
Doadmun's Isliiml iis an issue. If llr. 
'Cotton felt sure of that constituency lie 
would doubtless call upon Mr. Semlin to 
purge the cabinet of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral's presence. Of course there would 
be considerable dilTculty in pcttinf? a siic- 
cesKor. Tlierc are few (•oiiHlituiTi'.-i.'s 
which the govornaient wouUl dare open 
nt this time. The record of tlx? ■ni-^t 
ten months is too disastrous for thenx to 
far? to face. We do not believe there 
Is a single constituency to which they 
fool they could look with tiny confi lence 
for the election of » candidate. Under 
thcBC circumstanccH Messrs. Semlin und 
0otton, we can imagine, hardly knew 
what course to take. It Would be to 
insult their inlelliconce to snt^ncst Miat 
they are at all satiittiiil with Mr. Mar- 
tin'n conduct in coniu'ctioii with Dc.id- 
man's lulaiirt and tliiU tlicy do not kiio'v 
as well as any one el.se that Mr. Martin's 
conduct both in and out of offlco is 
heaping a load of responHibility npon 
tliem under which they must break dova 
politically. 

The Colonist does not wish to be un- 
derstood as holding the other members of 
the cabinet blameless of the grave ad- 
niir.istrativo rtcaiidals and lof,'islative mis- 
takes which tlic Attorney-C;i'iii>ri)l is 
most directly identifuhl. Tlicy immuol 
shiA the responsibility of llu-ni, hut it 
is fair to them lr> say that the pniviiicp 
would be far safer in their hands without 
Mr. Martin in the cabinet tlnin they are 
now. The whole cabinet ouKht to ro, 
nnd will no Ions before the term of -Jic 
present hoiuse expires; but the crying ne- 
cessity, of the hour is the ejection of At- 
torcex*General Martin.

I and tlio Mother Country for the promo- 
tion of business eutei-prises, the govern- 
ment is in the hands of meu, so narrow 
in their ideas, so thoroughly demagogic 
in their prWciplce as to act along the 
lines indicated. The policy is tluit of 
the demaKOgue. The hope of tlie gov- 
erniiient is that it can pMe as u botly 
lliat ia saving the placers for the mythi- 
cal •' poor man." It will deceive no one, 
because all men ot sense know it Ls bet- 
ter to have capital come into tlie prov- 
ince and open its mines, which can only 
be done by employinf; high-priced labor, 
than for the placers to remain uncx- 
ploitod, until they are taken up by indi- 
viduals. 

The policy is hixstile to that which the 
legislaUn-e endorsed. Vvhea i)awcr was 
given to the government to refuse u 
miner's certificate to a cori>oratiou, the 
explanation oiterod was that it was in- 
tended to prevent alien capitalists from 
controlling the mine«. No one ever 
suggested that it was inteude<i to keep 
capital out of the province entirely. 
The government is therefore open to the 
charge that it is departing from the 
policy upon the strength oC which Uie 
legislature clothed it with the power 
which it is now abusing. 

ALIEN EXCLUSION. 

It is quite iKissible that some of the 
statements contained in the petition for 
wardwl by United States citizinis tt 
rresideut McKiidey in refcreniv to thi 
injusticv wrought by the exclusion of 
aliens from our placers, are greatly 
exaggerated; but there would never 
have been any grounds for a iK^tition at 
all, if the government hud listened to 
those who urged thom to protect tlie 
rights of aliens already uc«iuired. 
The right to prospect and record claims 
is what we now refer to. No 
one disputes the right of this province to 
doiU with the ownership of the public 
domain and its appiulenanccs as it 
thinks best. This right must be upheld, 
'no matter against what opiiosition. It 
is a constitutional right vested in the 
province by tlie tenn.s of the British 
North .iVjuerica act. But it is a gra-ve 
(lueation whether under that act we 
have the right as a province to interfere 
with tlie rights ot aliens. In the? distri- 
bution of' iK>wers by the act, " Natural- 
ization and Aliens " are assigned to the 
federal pitrlianient. In the original 
drafts the words " and aliens " were not 
included iu this expression. Why they 
were added we do not know. We do 
not think that any legal definition has 
been i>ut by the courts upon the elTect of 
these words. " Property and civil 
rights " are placed under the control of 
the local legislatures, and ou their face 
these worils would apiK'ar to be broad 
eiioiigli to cover the rights of aliens. It 
may, however, be urged that parliament 
had ill mind the |ioss-..iUity that some of 
the provinces might adopt a line of policy 
towards aliens which would bo inimical 
to imperial interests, and therefore the 
riHht to deal with tiirm at all, I'Xceiit in 
a general way as iiicmliers of tlic com- 
munity, was vested iu the federal parlia- 
ment. 

But nbovo and beyond all this, there 
rciiiaiiiH the right of tin? Crown, wlii<di 
in lliis ca.sc would bo exei'cised by the 
(jovcrnnr-tioncral, to veto any law. (;al- 
cglatcd to milit'Ue agaiasi thi,' friendly 
relation of the Imperial goVermnent wiQl 
foreign powers. This cau be cxcrcl«c<l 
notwithstanding anything contained In 
tlu' Rritisli North Amorcia act. 

The Colonist would regret <>x(!wdingly 
to HOC the veto power <'xercised in respect 
to a sulijci't clearly within the power of 
the local legislature. If the lii'.v pu.sscd 
last session simply applied to things in 
futuro, we should be found supiwrtin^s 
the local government in a protest against 
any intcrfi-rouce. Bin it d(x-s more tSian 
this. It deals mast unjustly with i>eople 
who came into" the province in good 
faith. It places British Colimibia on a 
lower level than any .South .V^iericau 
republic. Before now British ships of 
war have compelled halt-oivilizcd goverii- 
niciits to make ri'Stitiitioii to BritJsli sub- 
jects, who have lie<'ii deprived of rights 
acquired in good faith. British Columbia 
has l>een brought to a level Tv-itli such 
(,'overnmentH by the reekless legislation 
piishiHl through the housc'by the Somlin 
ad ministration.

Friend of tlie Tarllets in Great 
Luck — Grand Trunit 
Innings Too. 



Ottawa, May 29.— I think that the 

hoiiso huH now pretty thoroughly chr3sb- 
c<i out tUc question of the Druumio'id 
Oountjr railway ileal, and the agreement 
with the Grand Trunk Bailwtty Oom- 
panj, aa far ns these matters jan bo 
threshed out, with auch details befo>-e 
it as the t'overnnient of the day has 
chosen to submit. 

That these details have not been as 
full and complete as Uiey ought to have 
been la «ne more serious cause for com- 
plaint, against Sir Wilfrid Laurier's gov- 
ernment, and one more juatiiication for 
tlie snsrpic'ions entertained ol fraud and 
corruption in connection with these two 
transactions. 

Siuce I last wrote upon the Druiimond 
Oounty railway deal we have had 
apwehcs upon it from Mr. Uiiggart, the 
ex-minister of railwaj-K, from Mr, Bor- 
don, Mr. Powell, Mr. Mi'Ijcniiiui, and a 
summing up by Sir Charles Tupper. 

llaKgart dealt with the matter as one 
having the same insight into the work- 
ings of the department as the present 
minister: Borden reasoned closely, and 
as one, Trho having served upon the 
special committee in 'OS had the fa;ts 
at has finger's ends; Mr. Powell pre^-ant- 
ed the case possibly with more foroo 
and lucidity than it has ever yet been 
pre.'sentcd, and Mr. McLennan could af- 
ford to dispense with the graces of an 
orator, being possessed of an experience 
and knowledge of railway building, un- 
equalled in the house. He Is himself a 
raiiway contractor. 

No stronger arguments could well have 
been presented than these gentlemen 
presented i no combination of careful iu- 
TGStigatlOo, and expert knowledge could 
well have made a stronger claim on the 
consideration of loaders of the govern- 
ment but this claim was entirely disre- 
garded. 

Relying complacently upon the brute 
majority at their back the ministers paid 
no beetl to the opposition: refused to give 
them the information which they ronair- 
cd:.nnd in the case, of the minister most 
conccrnied, even forgot the conmion 
courtesies of the house, so far, that Sir 
Charles Tupper had to call for a proaent- 
atiou of the belter end of Mr. Blair, and 
to lodge a protest against what he called 
the stem front shown by the govern- 
ment. 

Our leader might well complain that 
In transactions of such magnitude as 
those one short half hour was all that 
the gentlemen on the treasury be'i?hes 
seemed to consider necessary to explain, 
and defend their course, before the 
country. 

As these letters are purposely written, 
in an extremely condensed form, so as 
to conrcy an accurate outline at :iny 
rate of the principal questions before 
the hossc to a general public, which 
might not hare thae to read a m)re de- 
tailed account of them, I shall be oblig- 
ed to omit a vast amount of detail con- 
nected with the two complicated traue- 
actions under consideration, but if after 
reading what I proiwse to write, any 
one of my renders should take enough 
interest in the exi>enditure of jiublic 
money to care for fuller information, he 
cannot do better than read the extremely 
clear statement of the case, contained in 
Mr. Powell's speech, in the Hansard for 
May 25, 1809. 

Here, then, are tlie bare bones of Ihe 
two Btoriea: 

The Drummond County railway con- 
lists of two portions: the old portion is 
91 miles in length: the neir one is ^ts 
miles in length. I omit fractions. In 
aid of the old portion the gbrernmcut 
paid a subsidy of $050,000. I omit hun- 
<lre<iB. The old portion was completed 
in 1894. 

The Drummond Oounty railway in 
18!>I became indebted tQ the extent of 
fl78,000 to the Bnstern Townships 
B;inl;. of which Mr. Farweil was the 
manager, and with a view to effecting a 
sale, gave him an option on the road, ut 
1500.000. No sale was made. At the 
end Of 1894 the company gave him a liot- 
ter option, at $400,000. Even it ilmt 
price no sale could be effected. Bear in 
mind that these facts relate to the old 
portion, which was built as a lumber 
road, through a sparsely inhabited Jis- 
trict, and was all the roiid whieh vas 
completed up to that date, 'lliis road 
never paid its way. 

In conspquenee of Ihe bad service on 
the Grand Trunk railway between Levis 
and Montreal Mr. Flaggart, minister of 
railways In 18!>I, turned his attention to 
tlie extension of the Intercolonial -ail- 
way to Montreal. The Dnimmond Ooun- 
ty railway was offered to Mr. Hnggart. 
and refused by him. 

In 1S97 the Hon. Mr. Rlnlr, then .nin- 
islcr of rnilways, enteretl into negotia- 
tions with Mr, (■'ri'i-ashii'lds, presideit 
of thi' Pruninioiid Oounty rMilw,TV Cwho 
also linppt^niMl to l)i>, in Mr. PowoH'.'i 
words. "cnslii(>r of the Liberal pf)Utic'il 
fund,") for (he pureliase of the Druin- 
mond Cunity railway, by the Domini )n 
government, niid an ngreement was en- 
tered into between Blair and Oreen- 
sliields, as to the ]iriee to be paid, l)e- 
fore nwy actual examination of the road 
had been made, on bt'lialf of the govern- 
ment. 

This a/rreement stipulated for the pay- 
ment of an annuity bv the government 
to the company for 90 years (which if 
cnpltallued, would be equivalent to n 
• cash . payment of ?2,094,102),- the cora- 
" Hitotkm of tlic .road and d transfer of Uie 



wliole, new and old, to the Dominio.'i, 
free of all indebtedness. 

According to an estimate, made by the 
deputy minister of railways, the cost of 
constructing this whole road if properly 
built (whieli this road was not) would 
lia\-(. ))eeii .$1,5:55,000. Deducting from 
thi,< the goveiiiiuent siib.sidiL's already 
Iiaid to tliis road, amounting to .fOoO,- 
250, the net e<ist to ihe company would 
have been ,'?8Sl,(!-l-l or to put It another 
way, under Mr. Blair's first arrangement 
Willi the cashier of tlie Liberal parly, 
that ^'I'litlcmau's cuiiipany would have 
lU'lted a prolil on this transaction of 
•$l,i;(l!),,5;18. 

Not a'bud Inirgaia for Ihe friend of The 
goverument, but what about the country 
which the goverument is supposed to rep- 
resent, for whom It is supposed to act 
as a trustee, and with whoso dollars 
the bill would have to be puidV 

However, this agreement required con- 
firmation b3' act of parliament, and thus 
fortunately was refused by the Senile. 
One more reason for abolishing the Sen- 
ate, saj's Tarte. 

A second agreement wiis entered into 
subsequently, under whieh the Dominijn 
whs to pay $1,000,000 for the whole co-ji- 
pletfti line, from which purchase prije 
was to be deducted u sum estimate at 
$(jr>,7!>C> for additional expenditure on the 
line, leavmg a net outlay by the Domin- 
ion of $1,634,205. 

Using the fonner ealculaOons as to 
estimated cost of building properly, and 
deduction of subsidies, this should repre- 
sent, roughly, a profit .>i q>050,000, which 
you, dear readers, will have the pleasure 
of paying to tlii' tJrit cashier, who, if ho 
was not the most lion(!st iniui in the 
world, might possibly be induced to re- 
turn somt very small part of it to you. 
in exchange for your votes, on behalf of 
his good friends, the Grits, at some 
future election, I say might, because 
all things are possible, even gratitude in 
a railway promoter, and this shows you 
liow the wlieels may go round and your 
money be used to grease them. Ilow do 
you like the idea of selling your vole to 
a man who has lilehed the money to pay 
for it from your own pocket- Before 
leaving this part of the story, let ine call 
attention to two or three more interest- 
ing facts in connection with it. 

Before the presoat government came 
into power, Mr. Groenshields himself 
obtained for a ca.sh coiisideralion of 
,?i;4,()00 and a promise of his help as pro- 
moter, nearly oiic-tliird of the company's 
slock, so that under Uio first tinitriict he 
would have netted a prolit of more than 
$100,000 on an investment of ¥21,000. 
and even under the present agreement 
his personal profit up.,ii thai iiivestinent 
will be .f^dOiOOO, which you, dear reader, 
will pay. 

Again: The government leased this 
road as an experiment, made avowedly 
for the purpose of showing to parliament 
what its earnings would be, so as to jus- 
lifv the- contemplated expenditure, but 
having done that, Mr. Blair now refuses 
lo i)roduee a stu lenient of these carn- 
iugs, on tlie ground that what he under- 
toolt to do wus iiiu)i)ssiblc. Half a dozen 
men have shown uy comparison with the 
operations of other railway companies 
that it is possible to record the earnings 
of a section of a line, and that therefore 
Mr. Bioir's statement lb contrary to fact, 
and that they are justified In believing 
that a record of these earnings could be 
obtained by blm if he chose to pro<luee it. 

That Mr. Greenshicms' name appeared 
upon checks and promissory notes for 
very large amounts, used in tlie pur- 
chase of La I'alrie newspaper for .Mr. 
Tnrte's sons is not deuieil, but Mr. 
Tarte says that the money i>aid (.fUO.OOO) 
for this newspaper lor the TarteletH was 
contributed by certain political friends, 
whose names he ref.jses to give, and 
that no person connected with the Urum- 
moud County railway paid any portion 
of it. It is beyond all auestion tliat 
Mr. Tarte has already made two abso- 
lutely contradictory statements about 
the p,iyment of this money. He will not 
himself maintain Unit botli were true. 
Still we must, 1 suppose, accept his 
word again until he conlradicU himself. 
Finally, a.s an index to the real amount 
of Inisinoss and value of this 90 miles 
of Dnimmond County railway, it was 
shown that during the last thri--' or four 
years of its existence, one first-elaHs car 
and one second-class car were found 
ample for its pusM'nger tralllc ! 

A goo<l many of those who but under- 
stand these mailers allege that, bud as 
liie Drummond Oounty railway deal 
was, tlie agreement with the Grand 
Trunk railway shows a greater ilegree of 
improvidence. Two agrecmenls have 
bwn miuie in the matter— the hrsl in 
1SU7, which the Sriiiile refused lo sani.- 
lioii, and one in ISD.S, .ynich is now be- 
fore Llie house. 

As" far a.s tin- suhjecl mailer of the 
lensi' is concealed, it may be dividi'd into 
three heads; 

1. A lease i>E teniiiiial facilities at 
Montreal, of which the leesees are to 
have a joint user with the Grand Trunk, 
on -payment of a rental of .¥02,500 per 
annum. The rental ha.s been computed 
upon a basis of 5 per c<'nt. upon the co.st 
of conslnietion, of wbi(Mi the govenniient 
is to pay one-half. There are at least 
two olijeetious to this. First, we can 
borrow money at 'i^'M I'er cent, and bnild 
for ourselves at this rate, and therefore 
should not pay at the rale of 5 per cent.; 
an<l secondly that though we are to pay 
one-half we only use one tweiity-Ke(M)nd 
part of that for which we pay, as shown 
by the fact that ho far as the working 
hiid done uniler the terms of the contract 
for two months, 91), 107 Grand Trunk 
cars had u?e<i the temiinals to 4,381 cars 
of till' IntereoloniiLl- In the use of the 
Viitoria bridge the government Is to 
piiv .<ll),000 per annum, nnd ns I can 
lin'il one member of the opposition who 
considered that to bo n fair if high 
ri utal. I will not discuss this part of the 
lease further tliaii to refer to this ex- 
pressed opinion of an opposition member 
as an instance of the extraordinary lib- 
eral iiud kindly spirit of the opposition's 
criticisms.

For the Commerce of a Clty-.ObJcc 
Lessons for Victoria. 



"The experience of centuries has dem- 
onstrated that whore a reasonably con- 
venient harbor gives access to the great 
ocean liighways of the world, where 
there has been the intelligence to note 
its possibilities and enterprise to grasp 
the opportunity, there maritime com- 
merce has invariably built up'U splendid 
city. To such a city naturally gravitate 
art, literature, science, wealth, and lux- 
ury. No such city grows of its own ac- 
cord. The great seaports of both an- 
cient and modern days liave owed their 
successful development to the energy of 
their merchants in establishing maritime 
intercourse with the outside world. The 
harbor was but the fortuitous incident. 
Babylon,- Carthago, Tyre, Alexandria, 
Ostiu, Venice, Genoa, Loudon, Marseil- 
les, Havre, Hamburg, Bremen, Livei^ 
pool, and New York— -all trace their 
prosperity to the iutclllgcnt and enter- 
prising use of the facilities for maritime 
commerce with which nature had endow- 
ed them. 

"Cities with equal or better advan- 
tages have been passed in tho race, when 
they lacked tho energy. Bristol, from 
mere suppineness, gave way to Liver- 
pool. The largest ships could come to 
Bristol's wharves, and at one time the 
city rivalled London In her trade. Bris- 
tol neglected to push her advantage, :iiid 
she fell behind in the race. Liverpool 
put steamship lines on every ocean. Bris- 
tol was content with what came to her 
unsought. Liverpool is now one of the 
greatest seaports in the world, and lier 
name is on the lips of poojile of many 
tongues. Bristid still sits by the Avon, 
her trade departed, her docks gras.'i- 
grown, and lier population at a stand- 
still. 

"Hamburg is an evidence of tlie eCCeet 
on municipal growth of commercial en- 
terprise and foreign trade. Ilaiiiburg 
has always been a place of trade. It be- 
longed in the Hanseattc League— that no- 
table confederation of commercial cities 
—more than eighty years ago. Its best 
growth, however, lias come in the mod- 
ern period covering the last thirty years, 
during which time its merchants have 
built fleets of ocean steamers and dis- 
patched them to every sea. A tonnage 
of at least a half million in firBl-elass 
iron Hteiiniships makes its home in Ham- 
burg. These are things which nialic 
Hamburg irrow, which make her prosper- 
oii.s, and which niaiie her merchants 
among the wealthiest in the world. 

"Kussian Siberia, .lapan, Korea, China, 
i^iaiii, Formosa, tlie Pliilippines, India, 
Australia, and the ishinds of the I'acilic 
and Indian oceans consliUile a field.

We fig.ire 
only slightly now in the trade of the 
Orient. San Francisco can have her full 
share, unless bhc choose to remain satis- 
lied with what is forced upon her."—

Why the Canadian Develop- 
ment Company Made Trans- 
portation a Gift. 



First Bank of Skagway' 
Fails— Navigation on 
the Lakes. 



Ten dollars from Bcunolt to Dawson 
was the rate made by the Caiuidiau De- 
volopniont Company at Bennett on May 
20. TIic siHJcinl cut, according to Mr. 
Marks, a Store street outfitting mer- 
chant, wlu> aiTivod on the Tee.s yester- 
day direct from Bennett, created aluiost 
a stampede to Bennett, and in one day 
700 tickets were sold. ^Vhen the news 
first reached Skngway the .compaiiy's 
action was taken ' as a declaration' ■ of 
war among steamboat owners and com- 
panies, and it caused genml' rejoicing, 
but only for a. day, as Mrl Marks states 
that the day after the cut the company, 
raised the fare to Dawson to |100. 
"Months- ago," tlie Skagway Alaskan 
Kays, " an effort was made to form ii 
combine, but with visions of a Klondike 
rush and a corresponding barrel of 
money, sovoral of the steamboat owners 
wanted to make the rate .$150 from 
Bennett to i:)nwson City. The Cana- 
dian Development Coi.ipn'iy wore willing 
to compromise and make it an even ^100. 
Others refus(xl, hung back and failed to 
come to ;in understandin.?. In the 
lueautinio tlio proposed high rates' in- 
duced many to build scows and' boats, 
until a perfect fleet of these will go down: 
the river wlicn navigation opens, carry- 
ing thou^nds of people and many more 
tons of froiglit that the steamers might 
have secure<i had thoy talked reasotiaWe 
rates. C:ipt. Bailey made the first lircak 
in cutting rates wlien he announcetl a 
.S.")l) rate to Ditw.son. That started the 
l);ill wliieli resulted in the Cariadinii De- 
velopment Company lorcing it down tn 
?10 and by these ligiiros signifying t.lieir 
intention to t'ither force Ihe others into 
line or drive tliein out of husinos.s."

" Tlie First liank of Sk:igway. wliich 
w:is organized juid oiieiied for business 
in December, l.SOT. in a little one-story 
shack. duriiiLT tin' pioiie(>r d:iys of Sk;ig- 
way, li.'is f:iiled and is now in tlie ti:niils 
of a receiver, with liabilities li.xeil at 
!?lli.(IO() ,'iiid assets, siii'li as tliev :ire. lit 
.Sl.S.(ll)l)," says the .\hisk:iii. " Tho first 
imlilie inliinatiiiii IkkI of the failure was 
:i iKdice iiosted nn tlie door of tlio hank 
on May :!0. 

"The bank was organized in 1,S!)7 :i.< 
a stock coiii|>any %yitli Ji c;ipital stock of 
.•ri2r),0n0, of which not more than .?'_',.")(10 
was ever paid in. Among the inconxir- 
ators are O. S. MoiHly, who was ' presi- 
dent and Tnnnager ' of tJio hank; 
Charles Biillen, Ceorgo Bulicn, Tlioiuafl 
Aldricli, Norman S. Smith, (tcorge T. 
Williams, of Victoria. Tliomas Word, 
f'rcd.

Tlic bank w.i.s in- 
corporated under tlie l.-iws of Oregon, 
which inakcB every one of the stnck- 
liolilers reHpi>nsilile for tile liabilities of 
tlic concern.

bank and put nn expert bookkeeper at 
work on the hooks. 

"The bank has been losing credit for 
nearly a year past, ever since the bank 
was ;iccuse<l of Iiarboriii.g the .suck con- 
l:iiiiiiig !?:!.00l) worth ./i gold dust stolen 
by members of the So;ipy_ Smith gang 
fniiii a inini'r Last .Inly, and wliii'li led 
to Smith's <leatli. While tliis charge 
w;is denied :iiid never proven, the report: 
of it affecle<i (he credit of the bank and 
readied the Seattle bankers, who froni 
thi-nce forward refused all fiirt'licp credit. 
The ,SI:agway business was afTeoted b.v 
it, and tlir- advent of the Canadian Bank 
of Commerce at once cliangod t.lie busi- 
ness from tlie American to the Canadian 
bank. 

" ^Vllen seen Becciver Brice said Hint 
:ill infoniial ion toiicliing Ihe affairs of 
the bank were as yel very meagre. Tie 
believed that, the statement Mr. Moody 
li:id ina(l(> ti> I lie court was substantially 
triii>. The liabilities would be close to 
.?B!.OI)0, whih' tlic Jissots vifould run 
something over .'jilS.OOO." 

CONDITION OF i HB TRAILS. 

A news corrcsponclont telegraphed from 
Bouuolt the day before the Too.h sailed 
for Victoria, that the Six-Mile river is 
clear; Lake T.eharge is open for about 
four mile;^; I/ake 'I'agish is open for 
about seven ii'.ilcs, iiihI Lake Bennett is 
0|)en at Cariboo Crossing and also for 
alioiit fhrc(! miles at Bennett Oit.v. A 
number of scows have already started, 
the first one to got away being a week 
ago ^ last hVidny. TJiese, however, arc 
going in tlie. open water along the shore, 



but cannot possibly get yery far. The 
water ill Lake Bennett is very low, and 
none of the steamers can ha launched 
until the water rises. ' 

Comiuuniciition with LnUc Atlin and 
Atliti City is entirely cut off, and no one 
knows tlie condition of Liilco Atlin, nor 
will comniuuication be resumed until 
navigation is agiiin open ior the .season. 

In addition to the above, Jlr. Marks, 
who mndo a flying trip to Bennett, siiya 
Liiulerman is open, but Smnniit ia not 
yet clear oC ice, and afCords trcacherou.s 
travel, although it is heiiij? constantly 
crossed and rc-crosscd by sleigh parties. 
Before lie left Bennett a ItHter was re- 
ceived Jit the ollicc of the Canadian De- 
velopment Compan.v, telling oC the ice on 
Lake Tngish being very firm. 

.Mr. Marks was one of the sLx; passen- 
gers who arrived on tlio Tecs yesterday, 
lie left Bennett a week ngo to-morrow, 
and the following day the Tecs sailed 
Cor Victoria. Prior to the arrival of 
tlie stciimer at Skagway, an. address was 
presealed to the cominnnder. Captain 
Gossc, by Captain 1!. Mackay Ondill, on 
behalf of hor passengers. During the 
voyage a scries of ph..LUS -were taken of 
the ship's officers, and these in due 
course will be forvvarded to Oapt Gosse 
to be liung in his ship's saloon. 

Memorial Day was fittingly observed 
in Skagway on May 30. The merchants 
ill the main observed the day l)y closing 
tlioir places oC business in the .afternoon 
and by decorating the front of thoir 
stiu'cs. Flags were at bnlf-mnst in all 
part.s of the city, and tbo city presented 
a general holiday appearance, in cora- 
moinoration of the detid heroes of two 
wswu. Tlif: prm'cssion was I lie finest, 
ever seen in Skagway, and brought out 
ii fair showing of the old soldiers of 
1861-65, who were brought ia strong 
contrast «'tth the young soldiers of 1808- 
)«).

Provlnclul Government Refuses Can. 
adian Companies Right to 0|>- 
criilc in Atlin- 



To the Kdllor of the Colonist. 

Sir: By on amendment to Uio Placer 
Miuiug act passo<l lust sossloa of the 
legislature, it was provided that: 

•• {'2) No joint stock couiiniuy or cor- 
puratioii shall bo entitleil to lake out a 
free iiiincr's certihcate under this act, 
unless the same hiui been ineorporatiHl, 
ami Liot merely licensed or registered 
uniler the laws of Uic province, aad un- 
less such company or corivoraliuu is auth- 
orized to take out a free mtiiers certili- 
ciilo by tlie liciitenaiit-governor-in-couu- 
cil. » • ." 

The express object of this section, as 
stated when the bill was before tlic 
house, was to prevent alien corporations 
from aciiuiriug rights under the I'lacer 
Miuiug act. By :ilicn corpuriUions is lo 
be uuilei-siood conip:iuies iiicoriioratcsi 
s;iy ill the United States, or iu some 
foreign country, but the net goes further 
and {irovoiits even a Cauadiaii or an 
Luglish company fnmt obtaining a 
license unless and until incorporated 
liei'o— in other words, until a uew com- 
piuiy shall buvo been iucoriwrated under 
liie laws of tliis province. 

Ila.l the full ciiect -n this .sei:tion of 
till' hill been umlcrstiiod und apprci-iated, 
1 aiu satislicd it would never liave 
liassed tlic bouse, but when 1 tell you 
and yiHir readers that under Rui.se of 
tliis 'seelioii the proviiic;ial government 
are. to-dav ab.solutely oxcluUiug from 
Ihe benelits of the placer mining Of this 
luoviiiec nil conipaiiics, whether local, 
Doiuiiiion, British or alien, you and thoy 
will 111.- simply amazed. The lint has 
gone forth that m> placer mining com- 
pany, whether mcon>oratcd in this 
ipn.viiicc or not, shall obtain a fieo 
miller s certificate. This is not the case 
Id tlio mere refusal o£ a certiliejUe 1o 
one ( (.inpany, but it is me declartHl policy 
of the government after full considera- 
tion, aud presumably after thoughtfully 
deliberating upon the argonicnts which 
have been advanced by at least half a 
dozen of the most respected lawyers 
tlie province. The decision of llie gov- 
ernment, let me repeat u«ain, is that no 
placer mining company shall under any 
circumstances whatsoever be granted :i 
free miner's certificate. 

l,ct mo, for the sake of illustration, 
give two instances in r.'hich this policy 
lias been adopttnl, and if tlie facts as I 
state thcni should not bo corrwl, 1 hope 
for :in early correction: 

.V number of gcnticnieii of means 
Ontario desiring to invest in Atlin prop- 
erties, fonned a company under the l>f>- 
iiiinioii .loint Stock Companies act, with 
a capital of $100,000, p:iid in the whole 
amount in cash, and started their m;in- 
ager for the Atlin district. Arriving 
hero, the mJinager btviimo acfjuaiiit ed 
with tlic provisions itf s<'<:tif>]i Ii of tlie 
:ict nbovc quoted, and desiring to OJiiip':' 
wUh it, had a new conip:iiiy iiicin-i>orate(l 
ill British C-olumbia with the same 
amount of ciipital, nil subscribtxl and 
paid lip. The company was duly regis- 
tered, and application w:is made in <lae 
j course for !l free miner's certificate, 
whicli was rcfuseil. lii vain the <r<uii- 
Ipany olTercd to give any security the 
I goreninieiit might ileinand that not one 
i share of its slock would bi.< allowed to 
jji;iss into the iKiiids id' iinyoiie^ but a 
I C:iu:idiaii. Il was no gooil. Tin.' g(iv- 
! eriiiiii'iit IkuI deciiled not to grant min- 
ers' certificates to any cfniiiiaiiy, anil this 
was 111) e.\ceptioii to tlio rule. 

Again, a number of Victoria and Van- 
couver gentleiiien ip.corporal ed ii oom- 
liaiiy lo put ''i;riO,OnO into the Allin pliicor 
iiiiii'cs. 'I'iiis was a ciose corporation, 
.ill Cii nadians— British Columhitins, in 
fjict— sloik iioole<l so that it could not 
be sold, cash ready to invest, the statute 
law complied with in every particular. 
P>iit the high and mighty goverttinent of 
tiiis province had declared in effect that 
.ill capital should he Icept out of the 
.Vtliii country, and the froc miner's certl- 
liciito was refused. 

L'liis. I submit, is a matter of the 
greates-t importance. It should be 
thoroughly discussed and fully under- 
stood by every member of thp legis- 
lature and by every elector. In- the face 
of a pDpuia.r unprcssioB that this prov- 
ince wants capital for Its development, 
the «ovcrnment siiys thait no capital shall 
be brought in, so far as the placer mining 
industry is concerned, at any r.Tto. It 
this policy is a wise one with regard to 
the placer mining industry, it Bboiihl bo 
ciiually "^vise with regnrrt to every indus- 
try. .\nil capitalists who now look to- 
warils this province for a. field for iiivest- 
r.ieiit will Soon fear tbiit the same policy 
will be iiiiplied all roiuul. M'e must have 
(lie nioiieyed men foiirfiil to invest a 
single dollar, lest by a stroke of tlio 
legislative p(ai their securities shti.ll bo 
wiped out. Tho eight-houT bill is injur- 
ing till; Slocan; the IcKislation now re- 
ferred lo is injuring the Atlin. How 
Koon will the other districts feel the ef- 
fect of the legislation.
